“No officers’ club, mess, or similiar social organization of officers 
will be permitted by the post commander to occupy any part of 
any public building, other than the private quarters of an officer, 
unless such club, mess, or other organization extend. to all ofifcers 
on duty at the post the right to full membership, .. ? 

The men in question wére “officers on duty at the post”; they 
were denied: their rights, and they so contended.

Participating in“the conference 
which was called at Commissioner 
Brady’s suggestion were repre- 
sentatives of :the medical board 
and members-of the Community 
Committee on City Hospital Dis- 
crimination, Lobby for Communi- 
ty Action, We the Voters, the 
Newark Interracial Council and 
the Newark Physicians Associa- 
tion. 

Although. several Negro’ phy- 
sicians in the city have applied 
for membership on the staff in 
the last. ten years, some of them 
several times, Dr. Sprague insist- 
ed he knew of only one applica- 
tion, that of Dr, C. O. Hilton, the 
most recent; 

Meeting with the’ staff -were 
Director Brady, Atty. Golat, Dr. 
E.-Mae McCarroll, Dr..C. O Hil- 
ton, Morris Budin of the: Lobby 
for Community Action, Arthur J. 
Edwards of the Montclair Con- 
gregational Church and the New- 
ark Interracial Committee.. 

Most Negro physicians of New- 
ark “were expected \ Monday to 
concur in a statement*that, in the 
light of facts revealed-at Thurs- 
day’s, meeting, Brady had taken 
a “néedless rap” by being blamed 
for a condition which cannot 
change save by agreement of the 
hospital staff. Dr, Harry Com- 
ando. revealed that twenty. years 
ago so much criticism of “political 
appointments” to the staff had 
arisen that two physicians had to 
be. let out, Since that time, he 
said,there has been an agreement 
that the staff select all appointees. 
The Commissioner then » makes 
the appointment to the staff. 

Dr, Clarence O’Crowley of the 
staff pointed out that method of 
non-political selection had. result- 
ed in building the reputation of 
City Hospital to a high standard 
among the nation’s hospitals and 
that doctors thereby work. toge- 
ther amicably. 

Director’ Brady has followed 
this method in the Newark Health 
Department where the names of 
all candidates are submitted by 
Health Officer: Dr. Charles V. 
Craster. Brady makes the ap- 
pointments from these names. 
This has resulted in the naming 
of seven clinic physicians, one 
dentist, seven nurses, one social 
,Service . worker, one laboratory 
"technician and several‘ venereal

ference, Three spoke — Dr. 
Sprague, Dr. O’Crowley .and Dr. 
Comando, Director Brady point- 
ed dut that no one more than he 
had urged changing of the Hos- 
pital's policy and integration of 
Negroes and that he had done so 
frequently and his record is part 
of the City Commission minutes. 
He also cited the unpleasant- 
ness which a political apointee 


would undergo“among non-politi- || 


cal appointees and said he prefer- 
red to follow the rule that the 
board itself makes’ the recom- 
mendations. Eligibility’ lists are 
examined by chiefs of staff when 
vacancies occur and chiefs of staff 
can select any name‘on the lists. 
Ijists are compiled from applica- 
tions which meet eligibility re- 
quirements. 

Sprague admitted to Golat that 
doctors are’ overworked by the 
war and there is a shortage of 
them, He said’ there was possibly 
a need for more doctors in some 
services, but most services are 
able to carry on even with a 
curtailed staff, 

Mr. Golat cited a drop from 
240 doctors on the staff in 1939 to 
only 150 today as an indication 
there should be more doctors, He 
feviewed the ten year history of 
the fight to integrate Negro doc- 
tors, internes and nurses. He said 
it was a shocking situation when 
we are fighting to disprove racial 
superiority. He said by-laws of 
the hospital should be so changed 
that personalities could not cause 
discrimination. Dr, Sprague 
denied physicians would discri- 
minate against members of their 
own profession, 

Brady has frequently stated 
that mere “political appoint- 
ments” by him to the staff would 
not solve the problem and Thurs- 
day’s meeting verified his state- 
ments, > 

All who attended the conference 
indicated they felt actual inte- 
gration of doctors is nearer than 
at any time in the city’s history,

Foreign bodies such as insects, 


small objects and an accumula- 


tion of wax in the ear may, pro- 
duce an infection with, the symp- 
toms of pain and tenderness, or 
greatly reduced hearing.
